WASHINGTON —It is pretty soft 
for bankers to borrow’ money from 
the governm ent a t 2 h percent in­ 
terest and loan it back to the gov­ 
ernm ent at 6 percent. 
By this process the hard-pressed 
taxpayers of the U. S. made the na­ 
tional banks a present of $5,250,- 
000 the last year on postal savings 
funds alone. 
But it won’t happen again if Con­

nia, can get a bill thru which he 
proposes to introduce Dec. I, when 
congress meets. 
His plan is to re­ 
move all restrictions on desposits in

Injured Girl at 
Hospital Said to 
Be Improving 


A slight improvement is reported 
in the condition of Miss Gertrude 
Carlton at the Faust hospital. The 
dead tissue resulting from gangrene 
has been removed by the surgeons, 
and it is believed that the flesh 
has started to heal on her injured 
leg, which was crushed and mangled 
In an aiito wreck. The physicians 
who are caring for the girl report 
some infection near the bone, and 
they are working hard to overcome 
this condition. 


The Plight of an unborn child 
enmeshed in the tangled skeins of 
love and the law' has aroused un­ 
told sympathy for a girl-wife who 
is to become a mother, and whose 
fate now hangs in the balance with 
that of her husband. The girl is 
Viola Gray, who was married to 
Solon McDonald, her first cousin 
by blood, nine days ago. A wave 
of sentiment, it seems, has swept 
forth for the girl, who was raised 
in ignorance on a farm near Allen. 
The couple have been living apart 
since their arrest Thursday on a 
charge of incest following a com­ 
plaint 
filed by the girl’s father, 
E. H. Gray. After making bond here 
in Justice Brown’s Court, she went 
back lo the home of an uncle near 
Steed man. The young husband re­ 
turned to his parents’ home. 
A Stigma on Child. 
The case presents unusual com­ 
plications which may influence the 
authorities in dealing with the un­ 
fortunate couple. If the marriage 
is annulled, a stigma will be placed 
on an innocent little soul winch 
would then be born without a name. 
Then, too, if the marriage should 
be annulled, the girl would have to 
choose between going back to what 
she describes as a life of drudgery 
or facing the world alone and help­ 
less.

The governor’s telegram was the 
(irst formal concession of the elec­ 
tion of his republican opponent.

Harding Wins,” was said by him to 
be a “purely impersonal” expres­ 
sion, but once that it was on the 
street he manifested little interest 
in the accumulating returns. 
The governor proved a good loser 
and the last hour at his office was 
devoted to comforting disconsolate 
callers. He never lost his smile, nor 
did Mrs. Cox, who spent the evening 
with him.

WHEN COTTON IS NOT KING 


The cotton growing states of America have what might 
be termed a monopoly on the cotton production of the world. 
Cotton is grown to some extent in other nations, but it is in’ 
the states of the South that the bulk of the world’s cotton is 
produced. 
Yet in spite of its monoply the Southern states have not 
grown rich growing cotton. 
One would almost be safe in 
saying that of all monopolies that of producing cotton is the 
only one on earth that has failed to make the monopolist 
rich. Instead of wealth, poverty has been the constant com­ 
panion of the cotton growers of the South. Except during 
an abnormal period following close on the heels of a wasting 
war the cotton grower has groped in the darkness of an 
economic depression. 
His monopoly has been as much a 
liability as an asset. 
The monopoly the cotton states enjoy in the production of 
cotton ought to make this section one of the most prosperous 
sections of the world. Any other part of the earth enjoying 
a monopoly as complete as that held on cotton by the South 
is a garden spot of wealth and contentment. It is therefore 
puzzling at times to understand why a positive monopoly of 
one of the world’s necessities should prove a burden to the 
people enjoying that monopoly. 
The prime evil of the cotton situation is the lack of intelli­ 
gent and coherent organization on the part of the cotton 
growers. Every other business is well organized and nearly 
every other business is prosperous all the time as the years 
go by. But there is no organization worth mentioning among 
the cotton growers and thousands of them are suspicious of
